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WHAT THE OOI.DITKS ARK DOING. 


Senator Stewart writes to a Reno friend 


that the goklites have raised what they 
call an "educational fund" to be ex- 
pended in preventing tlio passage of a 
free coinnge bill by Congress. 
They are 


circulating all kinds of documents and 
their agents are everywhere. They un- 
dertook to prevent action favorable to 
silver in State conventions where elec- 
tions are to be held this year. They 
tried the Kentucky Democratic Conven- 
tion and failed. Then their emissaries 
went to Iowa and were unsuccessful in 
the Democratic Convention la that State 
also. In Ohio, however, they made the 
most determined effort, Cleveland men, 
Mugwumps and Republicans, doubtless 
with cash from the "educational fund," 
endeavored to get tho Democratic State 
Convention to declare against free coin 
ago, but signally failed, as a riugiug sil- 
ver resolution was adopted. 


As the Kentucky, Iowa nad Ohio Re- 


publican State Conventions approved the 
Sherman Commodity Act, which makes 
the price of silver dependent upon tho 
schemes and corners of New York and 
London brokers, the inference is that 
those conventions were influenced by the 
"educational fund of the gold trust." 


The action of the State Conventions of 


the two great political parties in ihb 
States of Kentucky, Iowa and Ohio, the 
Democrats declaring for and the Repub- 
licans against 
free coinage, shows that 


the silver question is one of the princi- 
pal issues of the day.

The San Francisco Examiner contains 


a long interview with Senator Stanford 
ia which he is represented as saying in 
reply to a question as to the nature of 
his recent political opinions: 


"If I talk politics at all I must neces- 


sarily speak from the standpoint of (he 
Republican party, of whicli I have all 
ways been a member. But tell me can- 
didly do you know what tlio issues are 
between the Republican and Democrat 
parties? 
Is there any issue between 


them? 


"It has been said that free trado ver- 


sus protection are tho issues, but that is 
a misconception. If either party stoot 
up for free trade or protection there 
would l>e no tariff, for protection woulc 
stop the importation of everything tha 
is or can be produced in this country. 
Even the Democratic party admits tha 
wo must have a tariff for revenue pur 
poses, and it has never pretended to ad 
vocate free trade. 


"Then the question resolvus itself inti 


this; that if we must have a revenve 
from that source we must bo regulate oui 
tariff as to restrict the importation ol 
such foreign goods as wo can product 
ourselves. Both parties agreeing that we 
must have a tariff for the revenue, wo 
Imve to regulate the tariff so as to produce 
this revenue witht ho best advantages to 
the United States. Neither party wants 
more than will be sufficient to produce 
the necessary revenue for carrying oa 
the expenses of the Government, so thai 
practically the tariff scheme of both par- 
ties is ons of judgment as to where tho 
tariff should bo put and where it should 
be taken off. 


"But 
there aro 
liviujj questions on 


which people well may bo divided, great 
questions indeed. The money question 
is the important ouc to-day and affects 
directly more people thau any other."

Every 
Cleveland man, every Mugwump and every 
Eastern Bepnblioan took a hand in the 
contest, but they were defeated on their 
chosen battle-ground. 
The Convention 


adopted a ringing silver plank, by a ma- 
jority of 400 to 300. This places the 
Democratic party in favor of silver, and 
will strengthen the hands of the Democrats 
in Congress next Winter, 


The Senator says a bill for the free coin- 


age of silver will certainly pass at the next 
session of Congress. It is said the Presi 
dent will »»to it, but it he does, he will 
make a grave mistake, as the veto power 
does not exist to thwart the will of the 
people. 


The Evening Telegram, of New York, 


offered to allow the silver question to be 
di«cus«iea n its columns. Senator Stewart 
told the editoi to issue a challenge to all 
the world, with no exception, and he would 
reply, and thereby let the people of New 
York become acquainted with the silver 
issue. Accordingly, the fight began. He 
has written a good many nrtiules, but his 
opponents stop with one paper, and do not 
reply. The discussion is creating much 
excitement and making many converts for 
free coinage. That is what has kept him 
East, and it is very hard to desert the fight 
just now. He will leave soon for Nevada, 
and if any important person should enter 
the contest he will reply wherever he may 
be, though it is more effective to reply from 
day to day. If Messrs. Knox, Clews, 
Carnegie or some other leading advocate of 
the gold standard would fight back a little 
it would make the contest more interesting, 
but they come staggering in, one by one, 
and quit, but, although thus dropping out 
after the first round, they give him an ex- 
cuse for continuing to expose their fallacies.

THE FARMERS' WHEAT TRUST. 


A dispatch from St. Paul says the pro- 


inomoters of the great farmers' wheat 
trust in Minnesota, are in n, wild state of 
consternation over tbo prospect of being 
prosecuted on a charge of criminal con- 
spiracy. 
In 1887 Ignatius Donnelly now 


President of the Farmers' Alliance of 
Minnesota, secured tne passage of a Con- 
stitutional 
Amendment, which 
wns 


adopted by the people in 1888. 
This 


amendment reads as follows: 


"Any combination or person, either (is 


individuals or members or officers of any 
corporation, to monopolize the markets 
for food products in this State, or to in- 
terfere with or restrict the freedom ot 
snch markets, is hereby declared to be a 
criminal conspirator, and shall bo pun- 
ished in such a manner as the Legisla- 
ture may provide." 


This amendment, which was-adopted 


to prevent speculators from controlling 
the wheat market, now turns up to plnguo 
the Farmers' Alliance, which will have 
to abandon the schemo to form a trust to 
hold wheat with a view of advancing the 
price. As the Minnesota law does not 
apply outside the State, the Alliance 
may yet get the better of the Chicago 
grain speculators
